Waldron Bally 
of Elkin, North 
Carolina, was in the city yesterday 
and to a Journal reporter narrated 
some interesting experiences. 
The 
gentleman was New England .born 
but for ten years made his home in 
the mountains among the moonshin­ 
ers and had a great variety of ex­ 
periences. 
He is the author of a 
book entitled “The Heart of the Blue 
Ridge," which has had a great sale 
as it was written from personal ob­ 
servation. 
Among the stories he 
told two are given. 
Among the feudists was a man 
who changed his ways and became 
converted and turned preacher. 
He 
was holding forth in a church one 
day when twm of his nephews who 
knew him well, happened along and 
asked who was preaching. 
Being 
told, and also being somewhat un­ 
der the influence of liquor, they em 
tered the church and broke up the 
service. 
They went across the line 
to a factory where they obtained em­ 
ployment and while they were work­ 
ing there an officer came to arrest 
them for breaking up the meeting. 
Roughly Treated. 
They went back without requisi­ 
tion papers and after they had cross­ 
ed the line they were met by of­ 
ficials whot Teated them as murder­ 
ers are treated; that is, the hands of 
the culprits were tied behind them 
and with long ropes which were per­ 
mitted to drag a good distance be­ 
hind them so that in case the pris­ 
oners tried to escape they could be 
caught more easily. 
They had an uncle who heard of 
the trouble and arrest and who went 
to the court and arranged to furnish 
bail, not willing that they should be 
i lodged in jail. 
He then started out

I When he saw that they w-ere tied 
like murderers his wrath was great 
and drawing his six shooter he level­ 
ed it at the minions of the law, bade 
them cut the boys loose, dismount 
and let them ride which was done 
and In that way they went on to 
the county seat. 
The officers told what had been 
done and the old man was arrested 
for interfering with officers of the 
law. 
His trial took place in a crowd­ 
ed court room and when the sen­ 
tence, a year in the penitentiary at 
hard work was pronounced, the pris- 
i oner rose and drawing a revolver 
i which he had been permitted to car- 
' ry said; “I ain’t gwine,” and began 
I shooting. 
I 
His son who was in the back part 
‘ of the room was accused, and prob- 
| ably rightly, of shooting the judge, 
who was killed along with one of 
the jury and two witnesses, a man 
and a girl. 
The prisoner was badly 
wounded 
.ut attempted to escape 
without success and subsequently he 
and his son were tried and executed. 
Another Incident. 
A veteran moonshiner had stored 
in an old building several barrels of 
whisky and one night a man stole 
in and took away four barrels of 
the stuff. 
His wife was a sister of 
the man robbed and didn’t approve 
of her husband’s performance and 
they had some hot words over the 
matter and finally the woman left 
the house. 
A short time after Mr. 
| Bally was riding along the road 
I early one morning ana saw ahead on 
object across the highway and draw­ 
ing nearer preceived it was the man 
who had stolen the liquor. 
At first 
he seemed asleep but close investi­ 
gation showed he was dead with a 
lot of holes in his body. 
Mr. Baily 
was at a loss regarding the course 
to pursue when he looked up and 
saw’ a woman rapidly walking to­ 
ward him. 
She proved to be the 
wife of the murdered man and as 
she came up she stooped over the 
body and said:

OLD JACKSONVILLE 


M eredosia 
By Ensley Moore 


(Member Illinois State Historical Society) 


Dr. J. VV. Eckman and wife came 
up 
to 
the city yesterday in their 
Case car. 


As has 
frequently 
been 
stated, 
these sketches are intended to refer 
to Morgan county, as well as to this 
city. 
Meredosia is, and has been, 
one of the mosY important places in 
the county. 
It had a decided advantage in the 
early days over Jacksonville, because 
it was on the Illinois river then our 
only means of comunication with 
the outer world, for it was not until 
after 1850 that there was any rail­ 
way running seventy miles east of 
Jacksonville. 
Meredosia also had 
the advantage of Naples, w’hieh was 
in Morgan county for some years, 
because the former town 
was 
on 
the sand ridge, and did not have 
overflows of the river, and Naples 
was nearly all subject to Inundations 
in times of high water. 
The worst 
of these events were in 1844, 1849, 
1851 and 1858. 
In some of those 
times, if not all, Naples rivalled the 
other Italian named watering place, 
Venice, in that boats could run thru 
its streets. 
Meredosia was also ahead of Na­ 
ples, in having from 1839 to 1849 
the first and only railroad in the 
state—the Northern Cross. 
In 1849 
Naples was made the west end of 
The Sangamon & Morgan railroad. 
But again, in 1859, Meredosia was 
ahead, with a through train to Quin­ 
cy, in connection with the Great 
Western of Illinois 
This gave .Mer­ 
edosia a road from tho Mississippi 
at Quincy to Lake Erie, at Toledo, 
Ohio. 
Naples still retained its end 
of the railroad, and, in 1870 it was 
extended across Pike county to Han­ 
nibal, Mo., both branches by Mere­ 
dosia and Naples being then under 
the management of the Toledo, Wa­ 
bash and Western or Wabash, St. 
Louis and Pacific. 
Soon after the Quincy and Toledo 
railroad was opened, a bridge 
was 
built at Meredosia. 
It 
still 
has 
this crossing. 
Thus. T. January 
had Meredosia laid out December 
26. 1832. 
He was a man of much 
enterprise, and a contractor, with j 
Col. Jas. Dunlap, In building the 
Northern Cross eastward from the 
river. 
He lived in Jacksonville, in 
the Deweese home, as it was last 
known, on West State street, oppo­ 
site to the residence of January’s 
brother, Derrick A. They afterwards 
went to St. Louis, where they be­ 
came leading and financially success­ 
ful citizens. 
I). A. January’s house 
is now a small part of the Dunlap 
House, the well known hostelry. 
Meredosia precinct is 
the 
most 
northwestern part of Morgan county, 
being almost to Brown county. 
P ro m in en t P e o p le 
Meredosia had, from the first, a 
number of prominent people, and 
was a good bittiness point owing to 
its early steamboat facilities. 
Some of these 
people 
came 
to 
Jacksonville, and some went to the 
larger or more distant places, but 
the town has always had good busi­ 
ness men and leaders in develop­ 
ment. 
The place remained of about 
the same size for many years, but of 
late has grown quite considerably, 
and has renewed 
the 
progressive 
characteristics of its youth. 
Even 
improving in one respect, that of: 
having its own newspaper. 
Among the prominent early mer- j 
chants, grain dealers and pork pack­ 
ers of the first years, were Joseph 
C. and Samuel I*. Thompson; John 
Walihan was a merchant, later be­ 
ing in partnership with 
Benj. 
H. 
Giierson. 
Meredosia was the lat­ 
ter’a residence at the beginning of 
the Civil War era, and, as is well 
known, he rose to the rank of 
a 
Major-General of Volunteers. 
Chambers and Conn were early 
day merchants. 
They 
were 
Col. 
George M. Chambers of this city and 
William Conn, also of this place. 
One of the best known lines of 
stages was run through Merevlosia 
to Quincy, by the 
Finch 
brothers, 
who had a line to Quincy from Na­ 
ples by way of 
Griggsville. 
The 
Finches also had a good sized hotel 
on the river bank, just south of the 
present railway station at Meredo­ 
sia. 


John Trabue, afterwards County 
Clerk of Morgan, was at first a mer­ 
chant and dweller in Meredosia. 
E. E. L. Reyland 
was 
a 
well 
known citizen before the war. 
Stafford Smith built a house there 
about 1850, which was his home for 
about 4 5 years. 
He was a native of 
Baltimore, Maryland, and came to 
this state in the year 1835. 
Daniel Waldo 
was Meredosia’s “Grand Old Man,” 
coming there in the earliest days, 
and spending the rest of his life in 
the town, or upon his farm adjoin­ 
ing the corporate limits. .Mr. Waldo 
was a native of New Hampshire, and 
had several business 
employments 
during his long life. 
He was in bus­ 
in e ^ in the fall of 1833 when 
Stephen A. Douglas 
appeared in the town, and Mr. Wal­ 
do was no doubt the first employer 
Douglas had in Illinois. 
Douglas 
afterwards came to Jacksonville, to 
Winchester (then in Morgan coun 
ty) and back again to Jacksonville, 
where he began his great career. 
It was Daniel Waldo who dug and 
threw the first spadeful of dirt in 
the construction 
of the Northern 
Cross Rail Road, at Meredosia, he 
ginning all the great railway sys­ 
tems of the west, north of the Ohio 
river. 
A daughter of 
Mr. 
Waldo 
still resides in the old town. 
When 
Martin Van Buren 
visited this region, running for a 
second 
term 
as 
President of the 
United 
States, 
he 
passed 
from 
Springfield and Jacksonville to Mer­ 
edosia, and there took steamboat for 
St. Louis. 
When 
Col, John J. Hardin’s 
mortal remains were brought back 
from the bloody field of Buena Vista, 
Mexico, it was at Meredosia that 
they were received by his friends of 
this county, and brought thence to 
this city for honored sepulture in 
our East Cemetery. 
Well Known Names 
could be given in connection with 
Meredosia. 
One was Mr. Holderby, 
a cabinet maker of skill, who kept a 
hotel there. 
Another was Dr. Win. Wackerle, 
a successful 
physician, 
father 
of 
Mrs. J. R. Harker, of the 111. Wo­ 
man’s College here. 
John C. Grierson also lived there, 
as did Mr. Moreley, father of Wilmot 
Moreley, one-time division superin­ 
tendent of the Chicago and Alton 
railway. 
Agname that always seemed pecu­ 
liar was that of Shephard Winegar, 
an early resident of the riverside vil­ 
lage. 
John H. Carver became a leading 
business man and citizen of Mere­ 
dosia about 1859, having Otho Crit- 
zer with him. 
Many men particularly active in 
the Democratic party have 
resided 
in Meredosia, 
among 
them 
being 
Charles Heinz and Henry Goebel, 
who were County Commissioners of 
Morgan. 
Hysinger and Graham were a well 
known firm. 
Charles Carpenter was 
a captain in the 101st 111. Vols., of 
which Lt. Col. Lesage was in com­ 
mand at the end ofg the Civil War. 
A Fish Market 
Out of the wonderful richness of 
the Illinois river Meredosia has been 
one of the great fish markets of the 
state, sending specimens of the finny 
tribe to Toledo and to New York 
City. 
Mr. Watson was one of the 
early fishermen. 
Pearl Fishing 
Another richness of the river was 
its pearl fisheries, which have devel­ 
oped of late years, giving employ­ 
ment and wffges to a large number 
of men. 
Good to go to 
Meredosia has been hospitable to 
its friends, and many a citizen of 
Jacksonville has had a good time 
there, at Christmas, visiting friends, 
fishing and hunting. 
It has been a 
famous resort for wild ducks and 
geese, and the men with guns have 
had rich rewards for their skill and 
judgement as hunters.

RED CROSS NURSES AT 
ARMY CANTONMENTS 


Fifty Public Health Nurses Assigned 
for Duty to Zones Around Train­ 
ing Camps— Families and Homes 
of Soldiers to be Cared for. 


Washington, September 20. 
Fifty public health nurses have 
been assigned for duty by the Amer­ 
ican Red Cross to the zones around 
the National Army cantonments, Na­ 
tional Guard Camps and Naval bas­ 
es. 
The nurses will work under the 
Red Cross Sanitary directors in co­ 
operation with the local, state and 
federal health authorities. 
Nurses have already 
taken 
up 
their work in civil districts around 
the cantonments 
at 
Hattiesburg, 
Miss.; Ft. Riley, Kans.; Des Moines, 
iowa; Louisville, Kentucky; Little 
Rock, Arkansas; 
Ayer, 
Massachu­ 
setts; Chillicothe, 
Ohio; 
Atlanta, 
Georgia; Newport News and Peters­ 
burg, Virginia. 
As visiting nurses in the rural 
territory and cities 
adjoining 
the 
camps, the Red Cross nurses assign­ 
ed to public health work will en­ 
deavor to prevent the spread of tu­ 
berculosis, malaria and social dis­ 
eases, and to strengthen the local 
infant welfare programs. 
Nurses have been chosen for this 
service by Miss Jane 
A. 
Delano, 
Chairman of the National Committee 
on Red Cross Nursing, with special 
reference to the public health needs 
of the nation as a whole, 
lf the pub­ 
lic health nursing serviee of the 
state in which the cantonment is sit­ 
uated is strong in numbers the Red 
Cross has called upon nurses from 


that State. 
Otherwise, nurses have 
been chosen from the states 
from 
which the troops in training have 
been drawn. A permanent Red Cross 
public health service will undoubted­ 
ly be the outcome of the work now- 
being undertaken In army districts. 
Besides the special work in camp 
zones, Red Cross nurses are in town 
and mining 
communities. 
Ninety- 
four women are so engaged in nurs­ 
ing and teaching the care and feed­ 
ing of infanta, first aid and home di­ 
etetics, and assisting in the fight 
against tuberculosis. 
It has been es­ 
timated that 48 per cent of the 
Union troops in the Civil war came 
from the country districts. 
While 
the percentage will not be so large 
in this war, the Red Cross has un­ 
dertaken to see that their families 
and homes are kept well and safe 
against the day of the country sol­ 
dier’s return.
